DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an application 
filed 3/18/2003 in Korea. It is noted, however, that applicant has not filed a certified copy of the 
Korean Patent Application No. 2003-16721 as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claim 1 is allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: U.S. Pat. No. 

6, 1 55,53 1 (Holborow et al.) discloses a valve actuator comprising a rotary shaft (10), a control 
member, two pistons (25 and 27), two piston chambers (21 and 23), a solenoid valve for 
injecting fluid (49), and a solenoid valve for discharging fluid (59) but lacks manual member. 
U.S. Pat. No. 3,801,062 (Arn et al.) discloses a valve actuator having a rotary shaft (40), a 
manual member (106), and a piston (20) but lacks a solenoid valve for injecting fluid and a 
solenoid valve for discharging fluid. U.S. Pat. No. 2,608,374 (Morehead) discloses a valve 
actuator having a rotary shaft (100), a manual member (74), and a piston (68) but lacks a 
solenoid valve for injecting fluid, a solenoid valve for discharging fluid, and a rotary shaft 
having a saw tooth as well as a piston member having a saw tooth. Moreover, there is no 
motivation to combine the above-described references to arrive at Applicant's invention.
